lies. without attempting any great of­ 
fensive, are declared to be bringing 
to bear on 
the Herman 
line in the 
west, have, according to news receiv­ 
ed 
from 
Holland, induced the Her­ 
mans to make another enort in the 
west before the allied force» reach 
their maximum strength. 
By day 
and by night, 
the Dutch 
newspapers say, big motor cars load­ 
ed 
with Herman soldier» arc hurry­ 
ing tiirough Belgium to the western 
front and the troops which had been 
sent to Northern Belgium are going 
back to the trenches. 
Some of the troops now passing 
through Belgium come from the east­ 
ern front. 
Tiie silence of the Herman general j 
staff, which simply said that there 
had been no change on each tront, is 
taken in l<ondon as confirmation that 
some big move, such as tiiat suggest­ 
ed, is under way. 
It is declared that the allies are 
displaying no uneasiness. 
Th«-y be­ 
lieve that th** softness of the ground 
must prove a great disadvantage to 
the Hermans. 
The British have slightly improved 
tiieir position» In the region of La 
Hu-se. while the French report further 
progress by their troops in the vi­ 
cinity of Perthes and in the Argonne. 
and repeated success«« by t h e i r artil­ 
lery in destroying Herman guns and 
trenches. 
In the east a big battle along the* 
Russian fortress line, which follow'» 
rivers ultnost the u hob* way from the 
Baltic1 to the Carpathians, is still un­ 
decided, 
The same is true also ot 
the battles in th»* Carpathians and in 
Bukowinu.
